A damage suit by a Marin county 
dairyman 
against an etst bay 
creamery went into its second day 
of trial before Marin Superior Judge 
Thomas F. Keating, as the attorney 
for the creamery called several wit­ 
nesses to the stand. 
Thomas Ielmorini of ChUeno Val­ 
ley road charges the South Berkeley 
Creamery with breach of contract 
for allegedly refusing to handle his 
milk from September 1950 to Sep­ 
tember of 1951. 
Harlow P. Rothert, counsel for 
the dairy, quizzed milk handlers 
and dairy officials in an apparent 
attempt to prove that Ielmorini was 
having labor trouble during the one- 
year period. 
The creamery men claim that 
their contract with Ielmorini ex­ 
cused them from dealing with him 
because of the danger that they 
would become involved in his union 
disputes. 
John Williams, a driver for the 
Berkeley firm, testified that A1 
Brown, business manager for the 
AFL Mitt Drivers and Dairy Em­ 
ployees union. Local No. 302, con­ 
tacted him in Septefnber 1950 and 
told him that Ielmorini was on the 
unfair list of the union and that he 
should not transport his milk. 
Other witnesses called up were 
George Dondero, superintendent of 
the Petaluma Cooperative creamery, 
and Nick Sloboenak, head of the 
Western Dairy Product* company. 
Both said that their men, during 
the period of dispute, refused to 
touch Ielmorini* products since his 
milkers were not members* of the 
union covering the west side of the 
bay. 
The trial was scheduled to be 
continued tomorrow in Judge Keat­ 
ing’s court at 10 am. if it was not 
ended this afternoon. 


A Kentfield man who drives to 
work in San Francisco because he 
doesn’t like the bus was yesterday 
named to the new San Francisco 
Bay Area Rapid Transit commission 
by Gov.

and

Marin highways would not be so 
grossly overtaxed. 
•The problem faced by the Bay 
Area for better transportation, par­ 
ticularly 
for commuters to 
San 
Francisco and the *>st Bay, is of 
natural interest to me, not only be­ 
cause I am a commuter,” Beckett, 
who has lived all his life in Die Bay 
Area, added, “but because it is a 
technical problem.” 
NEW APPROACH 
Ingenuity and a new approach in 
transportation 
will 
be 
required, 
Beckett pointed out. 
“A good rapid transit system 
would go a long way to better meet 
the needs of commuters and relieve 
the congestion on Marin highways 
and I hope I can make a real and 
effective contribution to meet this 
problem,” Beckett said. 
“As a resident of Marin county 
over a period of years, where the 
only public transportation is by bus, 
I am particularly aware of the need 
for better and faster means of pas­ 
senger service to San Francisco,” 
added the new appointee. 
Beckett, a Stanford university 
graduate in electrical engineering 
and business administration, is vice 
chairman of San Francisco section 
of American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers. A Commander in the 
Naval Reserve, he was on the US.S. 
Princeton, aircraft carrier, when she 
sank in the Philippine Sea in World 
War II. He was a lieutenant com­ 
mander when returned to civilian 
status. 


George Zaro’s effort to win a per­ 
mit for a yacht harbor at Alto 
cleared another hurdle last night.

Multi-decked garages, designed to 
care for municipal parking ’head­ 
aches, are not out of the question 
for San Rafael, 
The master plan says thgt all 
parking lots should be considered 
for ultimate conversion into multi­ 
story open deck parking garages 
just as a smart businessman in 
crowded section Of town might plan 
for added stories to his building as 
business Volume grows. 
The plan gives the city fathers 
a graph indicating when it is'more 
economical to build either a two or 
a four story garage, depending on 
the cost of land. 
The plan says* that at least a third 
of these lots will be needed in San 
Rafad within the next five years 
with the rest needed in the ten- 
year period after that. Presumably 
multi-storied garages will be needed 
after that, but only when there Is 
actual need for more spaces. 
The. master plan has estimated 
that the average cost of new park­ 
ing spaces for San Rafael will av­ 
erage about $600. This includes cost 
of acquiring the land and itrprov 
ing It—such details as paving and 
marking. 
Other cities have paid nw?e, but 
the average, cost for San Rafael is 
about in line with the average cost 
for other cities in California. * 
Alhambra, for instance, paid near­ 
ly $1,000 a space, Redwood City paid 
around $800, Whittier around $400, 
and Inglewood around $1,200. 
Cities in California have used sev­ 
eral methods of financing, from us­ 
ing revenue from parking meters, 
to money from bond issue sales. 
The master plan’offers these sug­ 
gestions for financing: 
1—Issuance of bonds under the 
state parking law of 1949, with the 
bonds secured by the city pledging 
a part of parking meter revenues, a 
portion of sales tax, or by using 
parking meters on the lots. 
Or the land could be leased to 
private operators with rental used 
to retire bontts and maintenance. 
2—Estab|ishment of parking dis­ 


trict which trader state, law al'ews 
for retirement of bonds from park­ 
ing meter funds or revenue gained 
from property assessments. 
3—Financed by bonds amortized 
t general taxes and parking meter 
funds. 
* 
4—Pay-as-you-go from any avail­ 
able city funds, such as parking 
meter and • sales tax revenues or 
money left over from maintenance 
or operation of municipal project^. 
5—Voluntary 
assessments from 
merchants. 
6—Set contributions from merch­ 
ants. 
^^-Acquisition and development 
by a private corporation to be leased 
to the city with option to purchase 
at a fixed price out of rentals.

Quiz 'Labor' 
Troubles At 
Milk Trial' 
A damage suit by a Marin county 
dairyman against an east bay 
creamery went into its second day 
of trial before Marin Superior Judge 
Thomas F. Keating, as the attorney 
for the creamery called several wit­ 
nesses to the stand. 
Thomas Ielmorini of Chileno Val­ 
ley road charges the South Berkeley 
Creamery with breach of contract 
for allegedly refusing to handle his 
milk from September 1950 to Sep­ 
tember of 1951. 
Harlow P. Rothert, counsel for 
the dairy, quizzed milk handlers 
and dairy officials in an apparent 
attempt to prove that Ielmorini was 
having labor trouble during the one- 
ryear period. 
The creamery men claim that 
their contract with Ielmorini ex­ 
cused them from dealing with him 
because of the danger that they 
would become involved in his union 
disputes. 
John Williams, a driver for the 
Berkeley firm, testified that A1 
Brown, business manager for the 
AFL Milk Drivers and Dairy Em­ 
ployees union, Local No. 302, con­ 
tacted him in September 1950 and 
told him that Ielmorini was on the 
unfair list of the union and that he 
should not transport his milk. 
Other witnesses called up were 
George Dondero, superintendent of 
the Petaluma Cooperative creamery, 
and Nick Sloboenak, head of the 
Western Dairy Products company. 
Both said that their men. during 
the period of dispute, refused to 
touch Ielmorini’* products since his 
milkers were not members' of the 
union covering the west side of the 
bay.

A Kentfield man who drives to 
work in San Francisco because he 
doesn’t like the bus was yesterday 
named to the new San Francisco 
Bay Area Rapid Transit commission 
by Gov. Earl Warren. 
John C. Beckett, of Kent Wood­ 
lands, president of Kentfield Civic 
League and chief engineer of Wesix 
Electric Heater C o m p a n y , San 
Francisco said today, “Like many 
others, I drive my car daily to my 
office in San Francisco. If there 
were 
adequate 
and 
convenient 
me a n s 
of 
transportation 
mis 
wouldn’t be necessary and our 
Marin highways would not be so 
grossly overtaxed. 
“The problem faced by the Bay 
Area for better transportation, par­ 
ticularly for commuters to San 
Francisco and the Eest Bay, is of 
natural Interest to me, not only be­ 
cause I am a commuter,” Beckett, 
who has lived all his life in the Bay 
Area, added, “but because it is a 
technical problem.” 
NEW APPROACH 
Ingenuity and a new approach in 
transportation 
will 
be required, 
Beckett pointed out. 
“A good rapid transit system 
would go a long way to better meet 
the needs of commuters and relieve 
the congestion on Marin highways 
and I hope I can make a real and 
effective contribution to meet this 
problem,” Beckett said. 
“As a resident of Marin county 
over a period of years, where the 
only public transportation Is by bus, 
I am particularly aware of the need 
for better and faster means of pas­ 
senger service to San Francisco,” 
added the new appointee. 
Beckett, a Stanford university 
graduate in electrical engineering 
and business administration, is vice 
chairman of San Francisco section 
of American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers. A Commander in the 
Naval Reserve, he was on the UB.S. 
Princeton, aircraft carrier, when she 
sank in the Philippine Sea in World 
War II. He was a lieutenant com­ 
mander when returned to civilian 
status. 
SERVES WITH 13 
Beckett, his wife, and three child­ 
ren, who attend Kentfield school, 
reside on Acorn way. 
He will serve with 13 other mem­ 
bers of the commission named by 
the governor yesterday. 
Also serving from Marin will be 
George Goheen, Mill Valley con­ 
tractor and builder, who was named 
to the commission by Marin board 
of supervisors. 
The commission, created by the 
1951 Legislature to develop a co­ 
ordinated rapid transit plan, also 
will include the state director of 
public 
works 
and 
11 members 
named by boards of supervisors in 
nine affected counties. 
Beckett was one of 14 named yes­ 
terday by Warren. Other appointees 
included J. Mervin Daw of Santa 
Rosa, .Sonoma county representa­ 
tive. 


George Zaro’s effort to win a per­ 
mit for a yacht harbor at Alto 
cleared another hurdle last night. 
The county planning commission 
unanimously approved his applica­ 
tion for a “use permit”. The plan­ 
ners overruled strenuous objections 
voiced by supporters of the Ur- 
quhart plan for a Lake Merritt- 
type recreational and flood con­ 
trol project.

Among those who asked the plan­ 
ners to delay action on the Zaro 
request for at least 30 days in order 
that more study could be given to 
the Urquhart plan were Mill Val­ 
ley City Manager Alex Almcrants, 
Mill Valley Planning Commissioner 
John Kobil, a delegation of Tam- 
alpais Valley residents who express­ 
ed concern about flood threats, and 
Don Urquhart, Mill Valley post of­ 


fice employee who “fathered’’ the 
plan that bears his name. 
JOINT MEETING ASKED 
They requested the delay in order 
to seek funds for an engieering 
study of the 20-year-old Urquhart 
plan. 
Almcrants said the city of 
Mill Valley had asked a joint meet­ 
ing with the county board of super­ 
visors to “sec what could be done” 
about financing such a study. Thirty 
days delay, he said, would enable 
the city and county to decide on 
financing, but he made no estimate 
of the time required for the actual 
study. 
Ten Tam Valley residents pre­ 
sented a petition asking for the 
30-day delay in order to study the 
drainage aspects of the Urquhart 
plan. 
Subsequent discussion dis­ 
closed their belief that an earth 
fill across Richardson Bay at the 
site of the Redwood bridge would 
hold back high tides, impound flood 
waters during high tides and release

Ross School Recallers 
File 503-Name Petition 


Petitions bearing more than 500 
signatures and asking that a recall 
election be held for Ross school 
district trustee John X. Cahill were 
filed today In the county clerk’s 
office. 
The documents were delivered to 
County Clerk George S. Jo*** by 
Paul Cauldwell, chairman of the 
Citizens’ Recall committee. The 
committee reported 503 names on 
the petitions. 
Meantime, Cahill likened the re­ 
callers’ move to “holding a pistol 
at my head.” 
• The school trustee said he sum­ 
marily rejected a plan to appoint 
someone to the board vacancy 
created by Mrs. Mary P. Belles’ 
resignation who would be committed 
to renewal, for at least one year, of 
Superintendent P. M. Bliss’ expir­ 
ing contract. 
Cahill and Mrs. Bolles voted in 
December not to renew the contract, 
resulting in a recall move by a large 
faction of parents against both trus­ 
tees. Mrs. Bolles subsequently re­ 
signed. 
A spokesman for the recall group 
headed by Cauldwell agreed sub­ 
stantially today with Cahill’s state­ 
ment that the election move went 
ahead when the trustee rejected a 
firm commitment for Bliss’ rehir­ 
ing. The statement said Cahill 
“would not agree to anybody sug­ 
gested (by the pro-Bliss faction) 
who would allow Mr. Bliss an ex­ 
tension of his contract even for one 
year.” 
, 
Three representatives of the re­ 
call group called on Cahill last night 
and, in the recallers’ words, “offered 
him an opportunity to resign before 


the petitions were filed” this morn­ 
ing. This he rejected, explaining 
this morning that this was “a dem­ 
onstration of their determination to 
force retention of Bliss Irrespective 
of his qualifications.” 
He said he would agree to ap­ 
pointment by County School Super­ 
intendent Wallace W. Hall of an 
“impartial person who would decide 
on the merits and perhaps vote 
against me two weeks later.” 
But, Cahill declared, the recallers 
apparently don’t want to take the 
chance. 
The three recallers who met with 
Cahill last night were Harold Riede, 
Lyle G. Wentner, and Dr. Scott Pol- 
land. Also present, according to 
Cahill, Harrison Dibblee, Tom Stine, 
Eldon Friel, William Baldwin, and 
Carl G. Brown Jr., all of whom, 
support the trustee. 
The recall group noted that only 
500 persons voted in the last school 
election in Ross and that 1,095 of the 
1,200 Ross school district voters cast 
ballots in the last general election. 
In order to qualify, 20 per cent 
of the voters must sign recall peti­ 
tions. The names are checked- by the 
county clerk within 10 days, then 
forwarded to Hall for calling an 
election provided requirements are 
met.

"The Bible was declared by the 
Supreme Court of the State of Cali­ 
fornia to be an unsectarian book, 
and this state already requires the 
teaching of morals and manners in 
the public schools, it is the inten­ 
tion of the legislature to provide 
in this article for the daily reading 
of the Bible in the public schools." 
Also provided in the bill is that 
selections to be read should be 
chosen from Old and New Eesta- 
ments "by state board of educa­ 
tion." 
It concludes that no pupil should 
be compelled to listen to the read­ 
ings against the will cf his parents 
or guardian. 
Trustees of Ross school district 
considered the problem too im­ 
portant to be decided among them— 
stives and called for assistance from 
teachers and a group of 22 parents 
and church leaders in the city, Bliss 
said.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
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County Budget Report Is 
Step In Right Direction 


On Page 9 of this evening’* paper there 
appear* a “Report of General County Ap­ 
propriation*, 
Expenditures 
a n d 
Budgetary 


Balance*.*’ 


It is a kind of financial report covering 
county income and outgo during the last half 
of 1951. It represent* a “progressive report’’ at 
the half-way point in the 1951-52 fiscal year. 


It i* a paid advertisement ordered by the 
Board of Supervisor* and appear* in the weekly 
newspaper* of the county as well as the 
Independent-Journal. 


So far a* can be determined, this mark* the 
first time in the 100-plu* year history of Marin 
county that the governing body-the board of 


supervisor* — has undertaken to provide so 
much information aboiit it* finance* for the 


public. 
• 


Like all too many of our local governing 
bodies, the attitude of the supervisor* pre­ 
viously has been, “The information is available 
in the auditor s office. All you have to do is ask 


for i t w 


It is refreshing to *ee our supervisor* among 
tho*e who have come to realize that informing 
the public i* a mutual responsibility; that is, 
it is the duty of the citizens to inform them­ 
selves about public affairs so they can vote 
intelligently, and it is the duty of public 
officials to help keep the public informed — 
a duty which require* that they actively try to 
put information before the public, not just 
make it available on special request. 


And we all know that so long as the general 
public is well informed about public affairs, 


our form of democratic self-government will 


endure. 
For their new» contribution to this process, 
our supervisors are deserving of the gratitude 
of all who are interested in good, efficient 
government 
It is regrettable, however, that the report 
contains no report of road expenditures. It 
shows income for road purposes during the six- 
month period to have been more than $190,000, 
but gives no indication of how much money, if 
any, has been spent for this critical need. We 
hope that in future reports, if such there are, 
the departments covered will be extended to 
include roads. 
It is interesting to note that the cost of "wel­ 
fare” 
in 
this relatively prosperous county 
during these relatively prosperous days-nearly 
$850,000 for the six-month period—wa* sub­ 
stantially more than the $762,000 expended for 
all other county government services, except 
roads. 
Since the report aims more at comparing 
budget 
performance with budgetary goals, 
according to Auditor-Controller Leon DeLisle 
who prepared it, it docs not attempt to show 
what proportion of the money spent came from 
local property taxes and service fees as com­ 
pared with state and federal grants and sub­ 
ventions. 
We hope this omission will 
be 


corrected in future reports for it seems to us 
wise to remind the public of such facts at every 
opportunity. 
Notwithstanding these omissions, the report 
is most certainly a long stride in the right 
direction.

H1W YORK (FV-The average 
television set owner knows what 
It wrong with video: 
“They don’t have enough good 
•hows.” 
Oddly enough, this knowledge is 
widely shared by television exe­ 
cutives, too. 
“The 
level 
of 
entertainment 
must be raised,” said Hubbel Rob­ 
inson, boss of Columbia’s TV net­ 
work productions. 
But how? 
Like many another 
top brass figure in the industry to­ 
day Robinson will fall on your 
neck if you suggest a fresh new 
program idea—or he'll shower you 
with money, if it’s crass wealth 
you prefer. 


-NEW IDEAS POUR IN here 
almost by the truckload,” he said 
dolefully, “but there isn’t a good 
one in a carload. And it’s the old 
etory—the best ideas come from 
the pros, not the amateurs.” 
Robinson, a slender, quiet, dark­ 
haired man of few illusions and 
many problems, shuddered at the 
memory of some jpeird idea mer­ 


chants who besiege his door and 
try to waylay him in elevators. 
“There was a fellow who wanted 
to put on a program featuring the 
antics of cockroaches and other 
household bugs,” he recalled, “and 
I’m flooded with mind readers and 
hypnotists.

“Our network puts on 70 pro­ 
gram hours a week,** said Robin­ 
son. ’That’s roughly equal to 70 
motion pictures—more than the 
annual output of a major film 
studio. 
We turn ou in a week 
what they do in a year.” 


THIS

and coffee, pep

“The answer partially lies in * 
longer period of preparation and 
planning of shows,” said Robinson.

WASHINGTON—If ths presi­ 
dent decides to run again, one 
thing is clear.

while such problems as the quality 
of the president’s friends will oc­ 
cupy the foreground of the cam­ 
paign.

session is in fact preparing a regu­ 
lar smorgasbord table of execu­ 
tive malfeasance. 
Take, for example, the up-eom-. 
ing case of 8upreme Court Jus­ 
tice Tom 
Clark, 
ex-patron 
of 
Theron Lamar Caudle, ex-oil lob­ 
byist before the Texas legislature, 
and ex-attorney general of 
the 
United States. 
In the early days 
of 
the Truman 
administration, 
Tom Clark and Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral Robert 
Hannegan had 
no 
closer 
businessman-friend 
than 
Jack Frye, the president of Trans- 
World Airlines. 


FRYE 
WAS 
POPULAR 
in 
Washington as a generous fellow 
with his private plane and a gen­ 
erous contributor to the Democra­ 
tic party. 
These traits failed to 
endear him, however, to T. W. A.’s 
chief stockholder, Howard Hughes, 
who decided, in 1946, that the 
company needed a new hand at 
the helm. 
But 
when 
Hughes 
moved to oust Frye, Clark and 
Hannegan hastened to his defense. 
A great many million dollars of 
T. W. A. notes were held by the 
Equitable Life Insurance Company. 
«Accordingly, Clark and Hannegan 
indicated to the 
president 
of 
Equitable, Thomas I. Parkinson, 
that firing Frye would be a grave 
error of business Judgment. Much 
impressed, Parkinson hastened to 
pass on the Clark-Hannegan ad­ 
vice to T. W. A. director Noah Die­ 
trich and T. W. A. general counsel 
Palmer Bradley. 
The potential 
meaning, in terms of airmail con­ 
tracts and decisions of the Civil 
Aviation Board, was only too ob­ 
vious. Yet Hughes defied the po­ 
liticoes and ousted Frye. 


ALMOST AT ONCE, Frye was 
named president of General Ani­ 
line Corporation, a firm in the 
hands of the Alien Property Of­ 
fice, and thus under Attorney. 
General Clark’s control. He holds 
this place still, and draws a sal­ 
ary of $37,000 a year from General 
Aniline and its subsidiary, General 
Dyestuff. 
Meanwhile, the period 
of T. W. A.’s predominance at 
the Civil Aviation Board drew to 
its close, and the Pan-American 
Airways era set in a little later. 
Against the vast, dark panora­ 
ma of our times, this sleazy little 
story does not matter very much. 
Yet it will matter in the cam­ 
paign. 
So too will the peculiar 
manifestations of Secretary John 
Snyder’s remarkably relaxed man­ 
agement of the treasury depart­ 
ment. 


HERE 
THE ALCOHOL TAX 
unit is due for attention.

The report­ 
ed result was a golden flow of 
contributions to ths Democratic 
National committee—so much sim­ 
pler an approach to such prob­ 
lems than long arguments in hear­ 
ings. The investigator» also want 
to know why at least one official 
of alcohol tax unit, now retired, 
has seemingly been given highly 
profitable 
“distributorships” 
of 
popular brands of drinkables by 
grateful distilling companies. 


By ths stme token, ths Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation is due 
for a going over. So Is the Allen 
Property Office (tlthough this in­ 
vestigation is likely to be a trifle 
uninteresting, since the head of 
the office, Harold Baynton, Is ac­ 
tually an appointee of the chief 
investigator, Senator Pat McCar- 
ran of Nevada). And just to round 
out the list, there will be a sterner 
inquiry into the doings at War 
Assets, where Caudle’s great friend, 
Trank Nathan made a nice profit. 


MEANWHILE, THE ALLEGED 
eoftness-toward-Communism 
is­ 
sue will also be inflated at a great 
rate. The president's own change 
in loyalty rules has already caused 
John S. Service to be dismissed 
from the state department, after 
suffering octuple jeopardy, and for 
indiscretion rather than disloyalty. 
It is an open secret that at least 
one more unfortunate state de­ 
partment official is to become a 
victim of this same change of 
rules. 
Senator McCarran’s inter­ 
nal security subcommittee is also 
still in business, with the same 
equipment of witnesses ready to 
mass produce charges pf treason 
on the basis of hearsay recollec­ 
tion ten years after the event. 
And 
the 
case 
of 
Ambassador 
Philip Jessup still impends and 
will almost surely be lost. 
It is a griive thing, that our 
people 
have half-forgotten 
that 
an American citizen has a pre­ 
scriptive right to be considered 
Innocent until proven guilty. Yet 
this forgetfulness must partly be 
laid to the failure of the president 
and Secretary of State Dean O. 
Acheson to fight the invasion of 
citizen’s liberties right down the 
line. And if the corruption issue 
has substance, it is because the 
president has trusted some pretty 
rotten and some pretty incompe­ 
tent people. 
By any reasonable standard, it 
matters a great deal less whether 
there are Communist clerks in the 
State 
Department, 
or 
whether 
Frank Nathan made a fast buck, 
then whether the United States 
survives. But if the president runs 
again, the great issues of survival 
will be forgotten, and the national 
political debate will stay right 
down in the sewer, where it is to­ 
day.

'EMOTIONAL UNBALANCE' 


Women Alcoholics Disturbed 
Worse Than Men, Says Doctor 


NEW YORK (U.R) — The*woman 
who becomes an alcoholic is more 
emotionally disturbed than a man 
who becomes a chronic drinker, 
says a New York psychiatrist. 
Dr. Ruth Fox, chairman of the 
medical committee oh alcoholism 
and head of the New York alcoholics 
treatment center, said our long his­ 
tory of frowning more severely on 
women problem drinkers than on 
men has made that true. 
“A woman who takes to drink to 
escape her problems bucks a life­ 
time convention,” Dr. Fox said. 
“She’s more desperate than the man 
who drinks too much, because she 
won’t be forgiven as easily as he 
will.” 
BLAMES COCKTAIL PARTIES 
“However,” Dr. .Fox added, “the 
proportion of women alcoholics in 
the number of excessive drinkers in 
the country has risen since the 
saloon has been replaced by the 
cocktail party.” 
Dr. Fox said it is estimated that 
between 
3,000,000 
and 
5,000,000 
Americans are excessive drinkers 
and about 850,000 of them are 
chronic alcoholics. One out of five 
of them, she said, are women. 
“That proportion,” Dr. Fox said, 


“is high compared with the propor­ 
tion of excessive drinkers among 
women in countries where social 
drinking is frowned on as unbecom­ 
ing the fair sex, and low compared 
with one country where women have 
been drinking with men longer. 


WORSE IN ENGLAND 
“In Norway, for example,” 
said, “only one alcoholic out of 23 
is a woman. In Switzerland, the 
proportion is one to 12. In both 
those countries, It’s not considered 
nice for women to drink. One the 
other

women have been drinking with 
men longer than we have, the pro­ 
portion of alcoholics is one worn ah 
to two men.”

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
County Budget Report 
Step In Right Direction 


On Pig* 9 of tfiis evening’* paper there 
appears a "Report of General County Ap­ 
propriations, Expenditures and Budgetary 
Balances.” 
It if a kind of financial .report covering 
'County income and outgo during the last half 
of 1951. It represents a "progressive report” at 
the half-way point in the 1951-52 fiscal year. 
It is a paid advertisement ordered by the 
Board of Supervisor» and appears in the weekly 
newspapers of the county as well as the 
Independent-Jour nal. 
So far as can be determined, this marks the 
first time in the 100-plus year history of Marin 
county that the governing body-the board of 
supervisors — has undertaken to provide so 
much information about its finances for the 
public. 
• 
Like all too many of our local governing 
bodies, the attitude of the supervisors pre­ 
viously has been, "The information is available 
in the auditor s office. All you have to do is ask 
for it” 
It is refreshing to see our supervisors among 
those who have come to realize that informing 
the public is a mutual responsibility; that is, 
it is the duty of the citizens to inform them­ 
selves about public affairs so they can vote 
intelligently, and it is the duty of public 
officials to help keep the public informed — 
a duty which requires that they actively try to 
put information before the public, not just 
make it available on special request. 
And we all know that so long as the general 
public is well informed about public affairs, 


our form of democratic self-government will 
endure. 
For their new contribution to this process, 
our supervisor* are deserving of the gratitude 
of all who are interested in good, efficient 
government 
It is regrettable, however, that the report 
contains no report of road expenditures. It 
shows income for road purposes during the six- 
month period to have been more than $190,000, 
but gives no indication of how much money, if 
any, has been spent for this critical need. We 
hope that in future reports, if such there are, 
the departments covered will be extended to 
include roads. 
It is interesting to note that the cost of "wel­ 
fare” in this relatively prosperous county 
during these relatively prosperous days-nearly 
$850,000 for the six-month period-was sub­ 
stantially more than the $762,000 expended for 
all other county government services, except 
roads. 
Since the report aims more at comparing 
budget performance with budgetary goals, 
according to Auditor-Controller Leon DeLisle 
who prepared it, it does not attempt to show 
what proportion of the money spent came from 
local property taxes and service fees as com­ 
pared with state and federal grants and sub­ 
ventions. We hope this omission will be 
corrected in future reports for it seems to us 
wise to remind the public of such facts at every 
opportunity. 
Notwithstanding these omissions, the report 
is most certainly a long stride in the right 
direction.

These traits failed to 
endear him, however., to' T. W. A/s 
chief stockholder, Howard Hughes, 
who decided, in 1940, that the 
company needed a new hand at 
the helm. But when Hughes 
moved to oust Frye, Clark and 
Hannegan hastened to his defense. 
A great 'many million dollars of 
T. W. A. notes were held by the 
Equitable Life Insurance Company. 
* Accordingly, Clark and Hannegan 
indicated to the president of 
Equitable, Thomas I. Parkinson, 
that firing Frye would be a grave 
error of business judgment. Much 
impressed, Parkinson hastened to 
pass on the Clark-Hannegan ad­ 
vice to T. W. A. director Noah, Die­ 
trich and T. W. A. general counsel 
Palmer Bradley. The potential 
meaning, in terms of airmail con­ 
tracts and decisions of the Civil 
Aviation Board, was only too ob­ 
vious. Yet Hughes defied the po­ 
liticoes and ousted Frye. 
ALMOST AT ONCE, Frye was 
named president of General Ani­ 
line Corporation, a firm in the 
hands of the Alien Property Of­ 
fice,, and thus under Attorney- 
General Clark’s control. He holds 
this place still, and draws a sal­ 
ary of $97,000 a year from General 
Aniline and its subsidiary, General 
Dyestuff. Meanwhile, the period 
of T. W. A/s predominance at 
the Civil Aviation Board drew to 
its close, and the Pan-American 
Airways era set in a little later. 
Against the vast, dark, panora­ 
ma of our times, this sleazy little 
story does not matter very much.

The president’s own change 
in loyalty rules has already caused 
John S. Service to be dismissed 
Jrom the state department, after 
sufféñng octuple jeopardy, and for 
indiscretion rather than disloyalty. 
It is an open secret that at least 
one more unfortunate state de­ 
partment official is to become a 
victim of this same change of 
rules. Senator McCarran’s inter­ 
nal security subcommittee is also 
still in business, with the same 
equipment of witnesses ready to 
mass produce charges pf treason 
on the basis of hearsay recollec­ 
tion ten years after the event.

SALARIES 
With reference to Salaries, requirements for the second half- 
year should be slightly higher than for the first half due to 
additional positions and step increases approved since budget 
time; however the present overall Salary Appropriation should 
be ample to cover, with additional requirement* In. certain 
department«, if any, being offset by savings in other departments. 
MAINTENANCE 
Regarding maintenance overall, the present balance appears 
adequate for the second half-year insofar as requirements are 
presently known to us. 
The departmental analysis reveals that in a number of depart­ 
ments balances for the second half-year will exceed expenses to 
date; these apparent surpluses are for the most part explained 
by heavier requirements in the second half-year. True surpluses 
will become evident in the March 31st statement. 
There are very few instances of actual deficits, and these 
appear mainly in non-controllable items; explanations are as 
follows;

Court; also the cost of cleaning beaches In the Tomalee Bay 
area he# been higher than anticipated« 
The deficit of $500.00 in the Beach Area Acquisition budget 
is due to an error in the amount set up for the county’s con­ 
tribution toward the purchase of the Tomales State Park — our 
share was budgeted as $16,000.00 whereas the amount agreed on 
and paid was $16,500.00. 
CAFTIAL OUTLAY 
There is no particular comment here since appropriations 
cover specific items, and these are usually purchased early in 
the year, unless, for some reason materials cannot be supplied 
or work performed. The bulk of the unexpended amount is in 
the Hospital and Farm Budget, the sprinkler system has yet 
to be installed and other projects are not complete:

SACRAMENTO (A*) — Governor 
Warren’s silence on his campaign 
plans has invited widespread specu­ 
lation on how he proposes to go 
after the Republican nomination for 
president. 
Will he enter primajriee In other 
states? 
Or will he appeal for support 
through a series of speeches in var­ 
ious parts of the country? 
The word from one of his advisors 
is that the governor will disclose 
his pre-convention plans after re 
turning from a Lincoln’s day speak­ 
ing engagement in Boston. 
Warren declared his candidacy 21* 
months ago. Ill part of the time 
since then, he has not tried to keep 
up with the Tafts or Stassens—or 
the supporters of General Eisen­ 
hower. 
His aides say this does not mean 
he will not make a serious bid to 
head the GOP ticket. They predict 
tie’ll be more active than he was in 
1949, when he came away as the 
party’s choice for vice president. 
The governor has said he is con­ 
sidering going into primaries in 
Wisconsin (April I) • and Oregon 
(May 17), and that he’ll stay out of 
Ohio In deference to Senator Taft. 
He already has let it be known 


that there will be no national War- 
ran-for-president headquarters. It’s 
not likely that he’ll stump the coun­ 
try ahead of the July 7 national 
convention. 
Present indication! art that War­ 
ren will confine himself to occasion­ 
al speeches In strategic vote centers 
if he decides against the Wisconsin 
and Oregon elections. 
This would fit in with the oft- 
expressed view that his best bet is 
to hope for an Elsenhower-Taft 
deadlock, and then step in as a 
compromise candidate. California’s 
70 convention votes would be a good 
starter for anyone. 
There is also the extreme view of 
Republican opponents of the gover­ 
nor that he knows he has no chance 
for the nomination against Taft or 
Eisenhower, that he is angling for 
a cabinet job.

ba ample to cover, with additional requirement! in, certain 
department!, If any, being offset by savings in other departments. 
MAINTENANCE 
Regarding maintenance overall, the present balance appears 
adequate for the second half-year insofar as requirements are 
presently known to us.

The departmental analysis reveals that in a number of depart­ 
ments balances for the second half-year will exceed expense* to 
date; these apparent surpluses are for the most part explained 
by heavier requirements in the second half-year.

PART II: THE EARLY YEARS 
Andy Smith’s early voyages on the sea of Western 
football were stormy. The main difficulty was that the 
Pacific Coast was in its infancy as far as American foot­ 
ball was concerned. Only at Washington under Gil Dobic 
was there any semblance of a powerful grid machine. 
Rugby was the chief bill of fare and it took many years to 
convert the public’s taste to football. 
The second problem facing Smith in his building 
years was World War I which limited his supply of 
material while his opposition, in the form of Service 
teams,, was at its peak o f perfection. Andy’s arrival on the 
Berkeley campus in 1916 and his first address to the 
student body brought out the determination and leader­ 
ship of the pioneer to construct a good team, even if it 
took manv seasons. "There are four mental qualifications 
necessary for success,” Andy said. “They are Aggressive­ 
ness, Obedience, Concentration, and Determination. Add 
to this harmonious cooperation and you have the making 
of a real team. Sixty' per cent of the success of a football 
man or team is the spirit and fight that they put into 
their efforts.” 
THE YEARS FROM 1916 to 1919 were lean. True, 
there were a few highlights: in 1917, California ended 
Washington’s nine-year record without a loss with a 27-0 
win over the Huskies and also managed to defeat Oregon 
Agricultural College (later Oregon State), 14-3, which 
was considered quite a feat since the Northerners were 
one of the better American football teams on the Coast at 
the time. 
, 
But the majority of the time Andy Smith spent in 
constructing a team that would someday reach the zenith 
of perfection. Smith once commented: “We do not want 
men on our varsity who will lie down bravely to die for 
California, we want men who will fight like everything 
to live. The time for “living" was 1920 when the fruit of 
Smith’s tireless labor burst into full bloom. The wily 
mentor admitted that the 1920 season would make or 
break him—it insured his success for all time. His record 
speaks for itself. In ten seasons, he won 74 games, lost but 
16, and tied seven others for a winning average of eighty 
two per cent. Included in this win skein were five un­ 
beaten seasons (1920-24) and 50 games without a loss. 
AND SO, as the 1920 season came to the West, so too a 
new era was dawning for University of California which 
would eventually put her and the entire Coast on a par 
with the best Eastern and Midwestern gridiron machines.

PART II: THE EARLY YEARS 
Andy Smith’s early voyages on the sea of Western 
football were stormy. The main difficulty was that the 
Pacific Coast was in its infancy as far as American foot­ 
ball was concerned. Only at Washington under Gil Bobie 
was there any semblance of a powerful grid machine. 
Rugby was the chief bill of fare and it took many years to 
convert the public’s taste to football. 
The second problem facing Smith in his building 
years was World War I which limited his supply of 
material while his opposition, in the form of Service 
teams., was at its peak of perfection. Andy’s arrival on the 
Berkeley campus in 1916 and his first address to the 
student body brought out the determination and leader­ 
ship of the pioneer to. construct a good team, even if it 
took many seasons. "Therf are four mental qualifications 
necessary for success,” Andy said. "They are Aggressive­ 
ness, Obedience, Concentration, and Determination. Add 
to this harmonious cooperation and you have the making 
of a real team. Sixty per cent of the success of a football 
man or team is the spirit and fight that they put into 
their efforts.” 
THE YEARS FROM 1916 to 1919 were lean. True, 
there were a few highlights: in 1917, California ended 
Washington’s nine-year record without a loss with a 27-0 
win over the Huskies and also managed to defeat Oregon 
Agricultdral College (later Oregon State), 14-5, which 
was considered quite a feat since the Northerners were 
one of the better American football teams on the Coast at 
the time. 
, 
But the majority of the time Andy Smith spent in 
constructing a team that would someday reach the zenith 
of perfection. Smith once commented: ”We do not want 
men on our varsity who will lie down bravely to die for 
California, we want men who will fight like everything 
to live. The time for “living” was 1920 when the fruit of 
Smith’s tireless labor burst into full bloom. The wilv 
mentor admitted that the 1920 season would make or 
break him—it insured his success for all time. His record 
speaks for itself. In ten seasons, he won 74 games, lost but 
16, and tied seven others for a winning average of eighty 
two per cent. Included in this win skein were five un­ 
beaten seasons (1920-24) and 50 games without a loss. 
AND SO, as the 1920 season came to the West, so too a 
new era was dawning for University of California which 
would eventually put her and the entire Coast on a par 
with the best Eastern and Midwestern gridiron machines.

Groundhog May Be Out 


Unless He Is Hungry 


By HARMAN W. NICHOLS 
WASHINGTON (UA) — You can 
take it from high authority that who­ 
ever picked Feb. 2 as “groundhog” 
day must have beat smoking some­ 
thing stronger than tea. 
I dug; through the files of the 
TIB. Department of Agriculture and 
found a statement released in 1932. 
It is credited to Arthur H. Howell 
of the Bureau of Biological Survey. 
Be called himself an authority on 
the groundhog, or woodchuck. Said 
he, at the time: 
“Every 
sensible 
groundhog 
Is 
sleeping soundly in his underground 
burrow on Feb. 2 ” 
AN EARLY SPRING 
The legend across the years, as 
every third-grader Is supposed to 
know, Is that if the groundhog on 
Feb. 3 casts his eyes tail ward and 
sees his shadow, there will be six 
more weeks of rough weather. If it’s 
cloudy, there will be an early spring. 
Howell who had done a lot of re­ 
search up to 1932, alleged that the 
Ugly little woodchuck turned out to 
be something like a glorified “var­ 
mint” which shouldn't have hap­ 
pened, A whimsical foundation; 
origin unknown. And he adds: 
ORIGIN UNKNOWN 
“It’s origin is unknown. It may 
have been imported from Europe, 
where there is a similar long-stand­ 
ing superstition about the signifi­ 
cance at the hedge hog’s appear­ 
ance on Candlemas day (Feb. 2); 
early settlers may have transferred 
this belief to the ground hog—a dis­ 
tinctly different animal.” 
My good friend and neighbor, 
George SUmpson, takes this theory 
, a step along the trail. Stimpson, 


George, who has done consider­ 
able research on the subject but 
never has gotten around to putting 
it on pgper, claims Howell was only 
partly right. 
ASK FLORIDA 
“Howell calls the animal a ground 
hog—which is the southern version. 
And he says that a sensible ground 
hog would be fast asleep in a bur­ 
row to keep warm. Ask Florida. 
“He could sit in that fine sun 
and be comfortably asleep but top­ 
side and not in a burrow and not 
give anybody anything to worry 
about the weather in early or late 
spring. Up north it's the wood­ 
chuck, and there he is unpredict­ 
able. Ask the weather bureau.” 
The weather bureau did keep 
track of the groundhog or wood­ 
chuck for a long time. From 1908 to 
1928 the groundhog saw his shadow 
15 times. And during that period 
he had cloudy skies six times. Ac­ 
cording to the official record the 
groundhog was correct about half 
of the time—which is batting J00, 
and isn't bad in any league. 
The Department of Agricultural 
will tell you that when the little 
guy isn’t out looking for his shadow 
he may be in the alfalfa field. A | 
single 
woodchuck^ if well 
and 
hungry, can consume half a ton of 
hay in one season or wipe out a 
family bean patch at a single sit­ 
ting.

ASK FLORIDA 
“Howell calls the animal a ground 
hog—which is the southern version.

But the “star* got tempera­ 
mental and took four bites out of 
her arm, and Miss Cesar has been 
recuperating efer since. 
•The first thing I did was put him 
back in his box so 1% wouldn't bite 
anybody else," she shrugs. 
This moccasin was featured in a 
scene in which he was supposed to 
bite Walter Brennan as he drank 
from a pond. The scene took an en­ 
tire day to shoot since snake;. Miss 
Cesar sighs, are the world’s dumb­ 
est actors. 
“You can t teach them anything,” 
si» says. T got him to strike by 
tickling his bead with a feather.” 
Brennan was miles away during 
this sterling performance. HU part 
of the scene was shot weeks ago, 
and the snake’s bite was added by 
trick photography. 
In fact, Gloria whispers, audiences 
who gasp at snakes in movies are 
seeing either a trick shot or a dead 
snake. Often her players have to 
die to get into pictures. 
“Most movie snakes , are dead 
since it is very dangerous to work 
around live snakes,’ ’she explains. 


“Their poison never loses its po­ 
tency. 
“If a drop is left around, and 20 
years later somebody with a cut 
finger touched the drop, it would 
be the same as if the person had 
been bitten ’* 
For later scenes Miss Cesar killed 
her star by injecting about 50 shots 
of formaldehyde while studio work­ 
men “hung from the rafters.” She 
then could mold the make’s body 
into any position needed for the 
camera. Between shots she soaked 
the corpse in formaldehyde to keep 
it pliable.

WASHINGTON — T h a n k s to 
American dub women’s teas, bridge 
parties, bake sales and local pub­ 
licity drives, needy children and 
adults of Korea now are getting 
food, blankets, underwear and cloth­ 
ing materials. 
The Oentral Federation of Wom­ 
en’s Clubs, in whose name these 
packages were sent abroad, felt a 
special 
responsibility 
for 
aiding 
stricken peoples in Korea, where 
before the Invasion it had an af­ 
filiation with millions of Korfan 
women. 
The American women collected 
more 
than 
1300,000 which they 
turned over to CARE «Cooperative 
for American Remittances to Eu­ 
rope, Inc.) to buy packages of items 
most needed The packages are be­ 
ing distributed by United Nations 
civil assistance teams to orphanages 
and refugee camps, where the wom­ 
en whose homes no longer exist are 
still trying to help others. 
The 
federation's 
contribution 
brings to well over the million-dol­ 
lar mark contributions made by the 
American people for relief through 
CARE to Korea since the beginning 
of the war. CARS packages for 
Korea range in price from $7 to $10. 
Another major relief campaign 
carried on by CARE during 1951 was 
the sending of special packages con­ 
taining surplus foods obtained by 
CARE from the Department of Ag­ 
riculture. These foods were com­ 
bined into small family packages. 
Five dollars sent 24 pounds of high­ 
ly concentrated food. Large institu­ 
tional 
packages 
containing 
900 
pounds of food were sent for $125. 
The emphasis was on the famine 
areas of India and Yugoslavia, the 
flooded sections of Italy and on 
refugees escaping to Western Eu­ 
rope from behind the Iron Curtain. 
In Germany and Austria, where 
an emergency coal shortage has de­ 
veloped, a special CARE edal "pack­ 
age'* containing 660 pounds of an­ 
thracite and costing $10 has been 
made up for friends and relatives 
to send.

Each one upsets me so about my 
smoking that as I'm resolved to 
swear off the habit while there's 
still time, my hand is reaching out 
for a soothing cigarette to calm my 
jumpy nerves. 


PAINLESS 
I've tried all the recipes and 
dodges for painlessly stopping smok­ 
ing. I’ve literally cut them in half, 
smoking butts in a holder. 
I've 
limited myself to a certain number 
of cigarettes a day. I’ve cut them 
out entirely for periods—and made 
myself good and sick eating candy 
and chewing gum endlessly. But 
somehow, the frightening effect of 
the article soon wears off, a special 
occasion" occurs, or the candy is 
adding so much weight that I’m 
soon back on the old paca-a-day 
kick again. Also, reformed cigarette 
smokers are such bores, so clear­ 
eyed, so proud of themselves, so 
full of missionary zeal that they 
are good arguments in favor of 
smoking.

YOUR HEALTH 
Penicillin Should Be Used 
Only On Advice Of Doctor 


By HERMAN N. BUNDE8EN, M.D. 
Thera are certain hazards in tak­ 
ing penicillin without a doctor’s 
prescription, and without a definite 
need for this special drug. Yet many 
people are using it in this way. 
Penicillin to one of the greatest 
discoveries of our age. It to probably 
the most effective-drug for fighting 
infections that has been discovered 
up to the present time. 


MI8U8E OF DRUG 
As the use of penicillin has be­ 
come more common, and as the 
public ha* become aware of its pow­ 
ers in fighting infection, there has 
developed a marked tendency to­ 
ward indiscriminate employment of 
the drug. This practice can prove 
dangerous in several ways. 
Many people are now using peni­ 
cillin without their doctor’s permis­ 
sion, to treat infections that are 
not usually help»! by penicillin. 
Without knowing it, these people are 
creating an immunity to penicillin 
which may prove disastrous in the 
future. Should they actually need it 
for a serious disease, they may be 
immune 
to 
its 
germ-destroying 
properties. 


MAY CAUSE RASHES ' 
A great many people are allergic 
to penicillin. When not prescribed 
by a physician, its Indiscriminate 
use may cause allergic rashes, shock, 
and even forms of serum sickness 
in such individuals. 
It to a mistake for a person with­ 
out medical training to think he can 
tell whether he to allergic to peni­ 
cillin. Furthermore, there are sev­ 
eral different forms of this drug, 
and a person may react to one and 
not to another. An untrained per­ 
son cannot determine the correct 
amount of penicillin to use in treat­ 
ing an infection; neither does he 
know whether or not penicillin can 
help the infection at all.

and when to stop using the peni­ 
cillin. A number of Infections are 
like the venerea! diseases, and re­ 
main in the body for some time 
after the outward signs have cleared 
up. Only a series of careful tests 
by a trained person can tell when 
the treatment should be stopped. 
For these reasons, it to seen that 
there may be great danger In using 
penicillin except on the advice of a 
physician. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F.D.: I have a skin rash that 
itches tremendously, and to com­ 
posed of small blisters. It stretehes 
from my backbone to the breastbone 
on one side. What causes this? 
Answer: You are most likely suf­ 
fering from shingles. Shingles, or 
herpes zoster, is an inflammation 
of the skin in which there are 
groups of blisters distributed along 
the course of one or more of the 
nerves to the skin. The cause in 
the greatest number of cases to 
probably an infection. 
The condition occurs most fre­ 
quently during cold, damp weather 
in people whose resistance has been 
lowered by overwork or disease. The 
appearance of the blisters is preced­ 
ed by pain in the affected regions. 
In the treatment, a number of 
methods are employed. These con­ 
sist chiefly of keeping the rash cov­ 
ered with antiseptic dusting pow­ 
ders, or coating the blisters with 
paraffin in the same way it is used 
on burns. Injections of vitamin B-l 
have be$n utilized. Such drugs as 
the salicylates may be used to re­ 
lieve the pain. Injections of pit­ 
uitary extract have also been em­ 
ployed. Of course, the condition 
should be treated under the care of 
a physician. 
Frequently there is a neuralgic 
pain for a long time following an 
attack of shingles in the area which 
was affected by the disorder. In 
such cases, treatment with pituitary 
extract might be of some help.

Regardless éf this strange fiscal 
year, 410 billion Is a lot of cigar­ 
ettes. I am also interested to find 
that in that period I have been 
using my own allotment plus some­ 
one else’s. I can only hope it was 
the share of some child, rather 
than that of a cigar or pipe-smoker, 
It’s curious, this affinity 
and 
affection for a paper-wrapped spill 
of tobacco which gains in popular­ 
ity every year. 
STOP SMOKING

I envision my lungs as a 
pair of deep brown, malfunctioning 
organs. I see nothing ahead except

and 
lingering 
death. 
Each one upsets me so about my 
smoking that as I’m resolved to 
swear off the habit while there’s 
still time, my hand is reáching out 
for a soothing cigarette to calm my 
jumpy nerves. 


PAINLESS 
I’ve tried all the recipes and 
dodges for painlessly stopping smok­ 
ing. I’ve literally cut them in half, 
smoking butts in a holder. 
I’ve 
limited myself to a certain number 
of cigarettes a day. I’ve cut them 
out entirely for periods—and made 
myself good and sick eating candy 
and chewing gum endlessly. But 
somehow, the frightening effect of 
the article soon wears off, a ‘special 
occasion” occurs, or the candy is 
adding so much weight that I’m 
soon back on the old pacx-a-day 
kick again. Also, reformed cigarette 
smokers are such bores, so clear­ 
eyed, so proud of themselves, so 
full of missionary zeal that they 
are good arguments in favor of 
smoking. 


What this oountry needs—'much, 
much more than a nickel cigar— 
is a fool-proof method to stop cig­ 
arette smoking. 
It Just happens 
I’ve heard a new one. A fellow I 
know—six weeks away from his 
last smoke—told me he’d broken the 
habit on an impulse one day while 
riding in a taxi. He just threw an 
unopened pack out the cab window. 
Something about the shock of toss­ 
ing away 22 cents did the trick. 
I’m going to try it the very next 
time I’m riding in a cab with a fresh 
pack of cigarettes. 


If that fails, my only recourse 
Is to become a recluse, preferably 
on an otherwise uninhabited moun­ 
tain top.

The General Federation of, Wom­ 
en’s Clubs, in whose name these 
packages were sent abroad, felt a 
special 
responsibility 
for 
aiding 
stricken peoples In Korea, where 
before the invasion it had an af 
filiation with millions of Korean 
women. 
The American women collected 
more than 1300,000 which they 
turned over to C ARfl (Cooperative 
for American Remittances to Eu 
rope, Inc.) to buy packages of items 
most needed. The packages are be 
Ing distributed by United Nations 
civil assistance teams to orphanages 
and refugee camps, where the worn 
en whose homes no longer exist are 
still trying to help others. 
The 
federation’s 
contribution 
brings to well over the million-dol­ 
lar mark contributions made by the 
American people for relief through 
CARE to Korea since the beginning 
of the war. CARS packages for 
Korea range In price from $7 to $10. 
Another major relief campaign 
carried on by CARE during 1951 was 
the sending of special packages con­ 
taining surplus foods obtained by 
CARE from the Department of Ag­ 
riculture. These foods were com­ 
bined into small family packages. 
Five dollars sent 24 pounds of high­ 
ly concentrated food. Large institu­ 
tional 
packages 
containing 
900 
pounds of food were sent for $125. 
The emphasis was on the famine 
areas of India and Yugoslavia, the 
flooded sections of Italy and on 
refugees escaping to Western Eu­ 
rope from behind the Iron Curtain. 
In Germany and Austria, where 
an emergency coal shortage has de­ 
veloped, a special CARE coal ’‘pack­ 
age” containing 660 pounds of an­ 
thracite and costing $10 has been 
made up for friends and relatives 
to send.

By HERMAN N. BUNDE8EN, M.D 
There are certain hazards in tak­ 
ing penicillin without a doctor's 
prescription, and without a definite 
need for this special drug. Yet many 
people are using it in this way. 
Penicillin is one of the greatest 
discoveries of our age. It is probably 
the most effective-drug for fighting 
infections that has been discovered 
up to the present time.

MISUSE OF DRUG 
As the use of penicillin has be­ 
come more common, and as the 
public has become aware of Its pow­ 
ers in fighting infection, there has 
developed a marked tendency to­ 
ward indiscriminate employment of 
the drug. This practice can prove 
dangerous In several ways. 
Many people are now using pen! 
cillin without their doctor’s permis­ 
sion, to treal infections that are 
not usually helped by penicillin. 
Without knowing It, these people are 
creating an immunity to pen Cillin 
which may prove disastrous in the 
future. Should they actually need it 
for a serious disease, they may be 
immune 
to 
its 
germ-destroying 
properties. 


MAY CAUSE RASHES ' 
A great many people are allergic 
to penicillin. When not prescribed 
by a physician, its indiscriminate 
use may cause allergic rashes, shock, 
and even forms of serum sickness 
in such individuals. 
It is a mistake for a person with­ 
out medical training to think he can 
tell whether he is allergic to peni­ 
cillin. Furthermore, there are sev­ 
eral different forms of this drug, 
and a person may react to one and 
not to another. An untrained per- 
son cannot determine the correct 
amount of penicillin to use in treat­ 
ing an infection; neither does he 
know whether or not penicillin can 
help the infection at all. 
There is a further danger in de­ 


ciding when the infection is cured 
and when to stop using the peni 
cillin. A number of infections are 
like the venereal diseases, and re 
main in the body for some time 
after the outward signs have cleared 
up. Only a series of careful tests 
by a trained person can tell when 
the treatment should be stopped. 
For these reasons, it is seen that 
there may be great danger In using 
penicillin except on the advice of a 
physician.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F.D.: I have a skin rash that 
itches tremendously, and is com­ 
posed of small blisters. It stretches 
from my backbone to the breastbone 
on one side. What causes this? 
Answer; You are most likely suf 
faring from shingles. Shingles, or 
herpes zoster, is an inflammation 
of the skin in which there are 
groups of blisters distributed along 
the course of one or more of the 
nerves in the skin. The cause in 
the greatest number of cases is 
probably an infection. 
The condition occurs most fre­ 
quently during cold, damp weather 
in people whose resistance has been 
lowered by overwork or disease. The 
appearance of the blisters is preced­ 
ed by pain in the affected regions. 
In the treatment, a number of 
methods are employed. These con­ 
sist chiefly of keeping the rash cov­ 
ered with antiseptic dusting pow­ 
ders, or coating the blisters with 
paraffin in the same way it is used 
on burns. Injections of vitamin B-l 
have bepn utilized. Such drugs as 
the salicylates may be used to re-’ 
lieve the pain. Injections of pit­ 
uitary extract have also been em­ 
ployed. Of course, the condition 
should be treated under the care of 
physician. 
Frequently there is a neuralgic 
pain for a long time following an 
attack of shingles in the area which 
was affected by the disorder. In 
such cases, treatment with pituitary 
extract might be of some help. 


Here’s a gal you’ll hate.

You’d be surprised how 
many vicious, lazy teachers I hear 
about, 
I mean 
teachers 
whose 
viciousness is verified by their prin­ 
cipals, supervisors and school su­ 
perintendents. 
Those 
who 
work 
with them freely admit the harm 
they do to children. 


Why do they stay on the Job, de­ 
fying dismissal? 
Because of our 
teacher-tenure laws and customs 
In many cities once a young teach­ 
er gets past the probationary per­ 
iod she has a lifetime job regard­ 
less of merit. As a parent I object 
to that. Don’t you? 


Some cities are 
aroused 
over 
teacher-tenure law abuses just now. 
I hope they will not get so excited 
they revoke the tenure laws en­ 
tirely, but that could happen. The 
simpler suggestion is that we should 
re-word the laws a little. Give our 
professional organizations of teach­ 
ers the responsibility of weeding 
out bad teachers. Like the lawyers* 
Bar Association and the doctor’s 
Medical Society. 
It is possible for us to have ten­ 
ure laws which will protect good 
teachers from political shenanigans, 
and still protect children from bad 
teachers. The change is overdue. 


QUESTION ANSWERED 
Q. Why are teacher-tenure law* 
necessary? 
A. To protect teachers from po­ 
litical hiring and firing. The laws 
were passed back in the days when 
an upset in local elections was apt 
to mean a clean sweep of all teach­ 
ers. In cities without tenure laws 
we still find teaching jobs being 
sold, or treated like political plums.

Bad weather or not—continuttts 
season or no—the waterfowl season 
this year w<s better than 1850. 


The state department of fish and 
fame has come uq frith its first 
figures on the recent season — and 
they show a 188 per cent increase 
kill on public shooting grounds. 
Public hunting grounds are a fair 
indication of the total kiU since 
pickings are usually a little more 
lush on private gun clubs. 


The department’s figures show 
37358 waterfowl were killed on the 
state’s 11 hunting grounds during 
the 80-day c o n t i n u o u s season. 
That's an average of 1.74 birds per 
dsy per hunter over the entire sea­ 
son—and there were many days 
when heavy rain made shooting al­ 
most impossible. 


Best state hunting was or the 
Hazard unit of the Imperial area, 
where hunters took a daily average 
of Z2 birds. 
Private gun cluhs probably did 
not register as high an average 
over public shooters as in most pre­ 
vious seasons. This was due to early 
rains which scattered the birds over 
a wider area. 
Despite improvement h u n t e r s 
were not too happy with the re­ 
sults. They had expected better on 
the basis of duck counts at the 
northern breeding grounds during 
the early months of 1851. 
Some blame the continuous sea­ 
son which replaced the split season 
6f previous years. This is not true 
however in the northern counties 
where hunters usually get rained 
and snowed out of business the last 
part of any split season. 
Old time hunters express some 
surprise at the large number of 
mudhens — or coots — that were 
taken this year. The drab bird is 
considered the least worthy of the 
waterfowl.

Adjoining 
farmer* maintain it frill %nly brtog 
increased crop depredations and are 
asking an injunction against the 
sale. 
Testimony was heard last week 
and final arguments have been set 
for Wednesday.

Another fight for land—with just 
the opposite twist—is occuring over 
the Tule Lake area. 
The bureau of reclamation had 
proposed to homestead about 18 
square miles of the 42-square mile 
refuge. 
The duck hunters association of 
California Jumped up with a quick 
protest. They sent wires to secre­ 
tary of interior Oscar Chapman to 
which they declared: 
’There's no sense to reclaiming 
this natural refuge and buying land 
elsewhere for the same purpose." 
When the protests mounted, the 
Bureau quickly a n n o u n c e d the 
homesteading idea was only a pro­ 
posal which had to undergo much 
study before any decision was made. 
Sportsmen say the Tule Lake and 
Lower Klamath Refuge just south 
of the Oregon line is a key refuge 
for the entire Pacific flyway. The 
refuges, they say, hold millions of 
waterfowl

That would be wiped out by the 
proposed homesteading, as would 
the public shooting grounds within 
the area.

weather or not—continuous 
season or no—the waterfowl season 
this year wis better than 1950. 


The state department of fish and 
game has come ug with its first 
figures on the recent season — and 
they show a 190 per cent increase 
kill on public shooting grounds. 
Public hunting grounds are a fair 
indication of the total kill since 
pickings are usually a little more 
lush on private gun clubs. 
The department’s figures show 
37,858 waterfowl were killed on the 
state’s 11 hunting grounds during 
the 60-day c o n t i n u o u s season. 
That’s an average of 1.74 birds per 
day per hunter over the entire sea­ 
son—and there were many days 
when heavy rain made shooting al­ 
most impossible. 
Best state hunting was on the 
Hazard unit of the Imperial area, 
where hunters took a daily average 
of 3.2 birds. 
Private gun clubs probably did 
not register as high an average 
over public shooters as in most pre­ 
vious seasons. This was due to early 
rains which scattered 'the birds over 
a wider area. 
Despite improvement h u n t e r s 
were not too happy with the re­ 
sults. They had expected better on 
the basis of duck counts at the 
northern breeding grounds during 
the early months of 1951. 
Some blame the continuous sea­ 
son which replaced the split season 
Of previous years. This is not true 
however in the northern counties 
where hunters usually get rained 
and snowed out of business the last 
part of any split season. 
Old time hunters express some 
surprise at the large number of 
mudhens — or coots. — that were 
taken this year. The drab bird is 
considered the least worthy of the 
waterfowl.

The duck hunters association of 
California jumped up with a quick 
protest. They sent wires to secre­ 
tary of interior Oscar Chapman in 
which they declared: 
“There's no sense in reclaiming 
this natural refuge and buying land 
elsewhere for too sanie purpose.” 
When the protest» mounted, the 
Bureau quickly a n n o u n c e d the 
homesteading Idem was .only a pro­ 
posal which had to undergo much 
study before any decision was made. 
Sportsmen say the Tule Lake and 
Lower Klamath Refuge just south 
of the Oregon line Is a key refuge 
for the entire Pacific flyway. The 
refuges, they say, hold millions of 
waterfowl 
until 
after the first 
freezes. 
That would be wiped out by the 
proposed homesteading,, as would 
the public shooting grounds within 
the area.

Lead Lower 


Priced Foods

Retail prices of several fresh 
vegetables turned downward , this 
wéek in most stores as growing 
areas enjoyed favorable weather 
and more shipping '80CÜ1 ilOflfi began 
supplying distant markets. 
New cabbage and lettuce led on 
the downtrend, but also lower were 
carrots, cucumbers, eggplant, pep­ 
pers and tomatoes. 
New government limits on retail 
potato .price mark-ups resulted in 
widespread reductions but these de­ 
pended on many varied factors and 
wen far from uniform across the 
nation. 
MARGARINE DOWN 
Margarine eased one to 3 % cents 
a pound, reflecting lower prices re­ 
cently on vegetable oil ingredients 
and sharp market competition 
among the margarine-maker*. In­ 
cidentally, margarine consumption 
In this country is estimated to have 
climbed from three pour ds per cap­ 
ita In 1035 to around 3.7 pounds 
in. 1951—while butter consumption 
In the same period dropped from 
17.1 to 9.7* pounds. 
Meat, poultry tni dairy product 
prices showed, little overall charge 
from Jut weekend. Food shop­ 
pers; «willing to scout around for 
bargains could And beef rib roasts 
off as much as'f cents or more a 
pound in stores featuring: them as 
week-end specials, and similar tem­ 
porary reductions on such items as 
fresh' hams, lamb shoulder masts, 
pork loins, broiler turkeys, sirloin 
steaks, stewing fowl and frozen 
sea foods. 
SPUD AVERAGE DOWN 
Hie reductions on white potatoes 
at retail depended on how pre­ 
vious markups of individual stores 
compared with the new limited 
ones, set by pnce stabilizers.

or packaged), what type of potatoes 
are involved, and so on. 
For example, in the ealt, most of | 
the potatoes being sold this week 
were Maine varieties which needed j 
to be reuced very little pricewise 
to meet the new pricing require­ 
ments—in some places they were 
already selling below the new máxi­ 
mums. 
On the Pacific coast, one large 
chain said the reductions averaged j 
eight cents for western spuds.
